famed. There is a lack of unity 
of spirit among the groups of 
nations, a bitterness that is de- 

lorable. For instance, the rea! 

ussia of today no real 
friends among the so-called allies. 
I do not speak of soviet Rustia— 
which numbers only a few thou- 
sand men. By the real Russia I 
mean those rejatives and sympa- 
thizers with the 43,600,000 hus- 
bends, sons and fathers who gave 
their lives for the same cause that 
inepired America to enter the 
great struggle.” 

Dr. Mott spoke ef the recent 
sharp differences between England 
and France and said that even be- 
tween England-.and the 
States, and between this country 
and Canada “wedges of discon- 
tent and dissension are being in- 
Gustriously driven, and misunder- 
standings have been ed to 
grow up.” 

WORD?D’S DEBT HUGE. 

“Economically, the world is in 
anh impossible state,” continued 
Dr. Mott. “In 1819 the world's 
debts amounted to about $43,000.- 
000,000, whereas today the in- 
debtedness approximates $400,- 
000,000,000. Physically, the 
world is passing through an wn- 
paralleled era of suffering. I have 
seen something of this suffering 
in the war camps, and along the 
battle fronts—I have seen it in 
those unending hospitals, where 
shattered and diseased humanity 
lay quivering and gasping and 
where the very air vibrated. with 
pain. Yet during the last twelve 
months more men, women and 
children have died from hunger, 
disease and atrocities in the Old 
World than were killed in all the 
armies on both sides during the 
twelve months that marked the 
peak of slaughter during the ter- 
rible conflict. 

“The world today is in an im- 
periled position from the ravages 
of disease. Take, for instance, one 
disease alone—the spotted typhus. 
There are 10,000,000 cases of this 
dread malady in Eastern Europe 
along the fringes of Western 


BOLSHEVISM MENACE. 
“Politically the distempers of 
the world ere alarming, and the 
chief of these distempers is Bol- 
shevism. Much that is superficial 
is - said of Bolsheviem, but 
it the dread political disease 


of this thing 
might well call Zorth the admira- 
tion of mankind, for in that 5 
per cent of its doctrine and prac- 
tice I find the same principles 
which led to the establishment of 
the American republic. However,

HITS. SLACKERS. 


Nonsuit in Local Libel Case 
is Upheld. 


Damages Denied Man Who 
Evaded Draft. — 


Shirking Duty Inexcusable, 
Justices Assert. 

An opinion that cuts the ground 
under the feet of the slackers, 
and those who acted unpatriotic- 
ally during the recent World War, 
was delivered by the State Supreme 
Court yesterday in affirming the 
nonsuit judgment of Superior Judge 
Monroe in the case of Fioyd R. 
Longeworth against 8. T. Curson 
and others for damages of $20,- 
600, because of the publication of 
a communication charged to be 
libelous. 

The communication complained 
of was letter writter May 
1919, by the defendants, employees 
of the report department of the 
Tax Collector's office of Los An-

geles, te W. O. 
Welch, collector. 

In thie letter the defendants 
protested against the appointment 
of Lengsworth, that he 
was a slacker in evading the 
draft, refusing to ald the ern- 
ment in the purchase of berty 
Bonds, anda ee lack of 
patriotiem and loyalty. 

The petitioner was an extra em- 

loyee in the office of the Bet ee 


ment bonda, it ts still true that 
the evidence shows without con- 
tradiction that he was od, 
and had the reputation of a man 
who had not discharged his duty 
to his country while engaged in 
war with a foreign foe.” The court 
also that the plaintiff!’ was 
guilty of “inexcusable prevarica- 
tion in claiming deferred - 
fication,” in the draft. 

The court further says: “At 
the date of the letter the coun- 
try had but recently emerged 
from an armed conflict with an ag- 
gressive enemy,
